FF Hat about two yeares fince,one Hawnathe wife of Ambreſe Tarrant being arraigned for 
=V | poyloning of Alice Tarrant her ſaid husbancs mother,at the Aſſhzes holden for the 
SM County of Surry was condemned for the ſame , and had judgement for death accor- 
7 Y dingly ; And being in the Cart to be carryed ro ex2cution , Rich, Wright, Cornelius 
21 Cooke, and The. Hudſon, Juſtices of the Peace for the ſaid County , finding a note to 
the Sheriff: to make ſtay of the party condemned, and thereby undertaking to fave him harmleſſe, 
ſhe was thereupon ſtayed, and afterward a Reprieve was obtain: d to make ſtay of execution, by 
Mr. Sergeant Greene Judge in Commiſhon till the next Aſhzes : which being done, Mr.Wright(one 
of the Juſticcs aforeſaid,) forthwith uſed all means for herenlargement, and for that pyrpoſe, gave 
unto Thomas Deveniſh the Keeper of the Gaole five pound, and having by theſe indire& meanes, 
not only reprieved her life, and obtained her liberty , but did likewiſe give her tree acceſſe ro his 
owne houſe, where they were very intimate together. That fince ſhe hath Ofren threatned the 
death of your Petitioner , ſhe being the daughter of the impoyſoned woman , and tothat purpoſe 
lay in wait by a wood fide neare Rigate with a piſtoll , thinking to have mer with your Petitioner 
comming to London , and fo to have execured her bloody purpoſe : bur ſhe then by Gods mercy 
miffing of her intentdid afterward plot a new and ſecret miſchiete to rake your Petitioners life, 
and by the combination and confederacy of the ſaid Mr.Wright upona pretended robbery ſworne 
againſt your Petitioner , ſhe was ſentto priſon there to remaine without Bayle or Mainpriſe , at 
which time there was divers in the Gaole dyed of the plague, they thinking your Petitioner could 
not have eſcaped. Neverthelefle by this means your Pevrioners fiſter and three children loſt their 
lives by comming to viſit her. ER 
And further in purſuance of this their covetous and wicked praftice, Mr.Wrizht gave warrant 
and expreſſe command to Thomas White Conſtable of Headly, to bring your Petitioners father 
Andrew Tarrant upto Londoy either dead or alive,and ſaid he would make him diſpoſe of his eſtare, 
and being brought up ro Towne, was enforced to live with the ſaid Hanna and her husband, where 
within foureteen dayes he dyed. And further ro make your Petitioner moft miſerable, 2nd them- 
ſelves more infamous : Thomas White Conſtable of Headly atoreſaid,was expreſly commanded by 
Mr, Wrizht to detaine your Petitioners key of her nous, which he did accordingly, and forthwith 
brought itro Mr. Wright, who ſuddenly after gave it tothe ſaid Ambroſe Tarrant, who thereupon 
entered her houſe at Headly, and ſo rooke all ſhe had away, to the value of eighty pounds in goods 
of her owne, beſides three hundred pounds in boads, which was left ro your Petitioner by her ſaid 
father in lieu of her marriage portion. 


She therefore in this her ſad and deplorable condition , humbly prayeth thar 
the ſentence of death may be execured upon the ſaid Hanna according to 
the Law (and for that there was no proſecution upon the aforeſaid accuſa- 
tion of Robbery) that reſtitution may be made for the goods ſo unjuſtly 
taken from your Petitioner, and that the ſaid Mr, Wr:ght and other his 
confederates may be brought before this High and Honourable Court to 
anſwer the premiſes,and that your Petitioner may have ſuch turther reliefe 
therein aSto your grave Wiſdomes ſhall ſeem meer,
